Men of all ages and 
countricshave been so thorough- 
ly intrigued with the’ possibility 
of describing the mental charac- 
ter of an Individual through 
what is expressed in his features 


that. they -have secon - fit « to- 


elaborate rules; and hence, the 
science of physiognomy was 
born, The greatest exponent of 
the system of character reading 
as it is mown in the West has 
been, of course, the 18th Cen- 
tury Swiss, Herr Johann Kas- 
par -Lavater, who maintained 
that it was “possible and casy 
to read thé disposition of any 
one from an attentive perusal of 
the countenance, and that the 
powers and faculties of the mind 
have representative signs in the 
solid marks of the face.” Even 
although his theory appears un- 
usually complete, it was sur: 
passed centuries before his time 
by the Chinese, who have con- 


“|densed their fundamental ideas 


into a syatom of such perfection 
that for minutiae and detail 
eclipse en masse all the notions 
of Western philosophers. . 

The Chinese, for tnstance, have 
fone so fur os to assert that “the phy- 
sleat and ‘moral natures are prac 
tically conterminous; for person 
who has some bodily defect, has pre- 
sumptively 0 corresponding moral 
defect, and the one Is the advertise.

When Mr. Bourne stepped into 
the dock the Clerk read out the 
indictment, which charged him with 
uging, on June 14, an instrument— 
a’ curette—with Intent to procure a 
miscarringe of a girl. * 

Before Mr. Bourne could plead, 
Mr, Roland Oliver, KC. (for Mr. 
Bourne), rose and said; “1 am ob- 
jecting to this Indictmen and men- 
toned that it did not contain the 
word “unlawfully.” He went on: 
“As it appears set out in the indict- 
ment, It means that the uet of pro- 
curing a miscarriage is forbidden 
under any circumstances at all. 

“J want it put in the indictment 
‘because the whole of my case, or a 
great deni of it, Is that the vital 
word in this case is ‘unlawful.’ 


‘NO OBJECTION 


Sir Donald Somervell, K.C., said 
he had no objection, and Mr. Justice 
Mncnaghten ruled that the word 
“unlawfully” should be Inserted in 
the indictment. The indictment was 
again read as amended, mentioning 
the “unlawful use of an instrument,” 
and to that Mey Bourne pleaded “Not 


guilty.” 

Sir Donald said the charge was 
made under Section 50 of the} 
Offences Against the Person Act of 
1801 and explained that curetting 
was the equivalent of the use of nn 
instrument, 

“The facts,” he sald,, “are short. 
On April 27 the girl (he mentioned 
her name) was the victim of a ter- 
rible assault and was raped by a 


case the most profound sympathy 
with the girl in the experience which 
she has gone through.” 

Mr, Justice Macnaghten  inter- 
rupted Sir Donald, pointing out that 
the name of the girl -had not been 
mentioned in the court below, but 
that her name and. that of her father 
had been communieated to the court 
in writing, and a request made that 
the Press would not mention her 


name. . 

Sir Donald apologised, and con- 
tinucd: "This young woman was up 
to that date a virgin. Her age was 
15 on July 10 of this year. On May 
21 she was taken to see a Dr, Malle~ 
gon, a womun doctor. : 

“Dr. Malieson came to the conclus 
sion that the girl was pregnant, and 
she wrote {o Mr, Bourne.” 

The letter was produced by the 
defence, and Sir Donald said it was 
dated May 25, and read: |

WITH HER MOTHER 


Sir Donald continued that on May 
27 Mr. Bourne wrote to Dr, Malle- 
son: 

“L am Interested in the case of 
rape which you describe in your 
letter. I shall be delighted to 
admit her to St. Mary’s and 
curette her, 

“T have done this before, and 
have not the slightest hesitation 
in doing it again. Therefore, 
please Iet me have her name and 
address, or ask her parents to 
‘send her to see me. [ have sald 
next time I had such‘ an oppor- 
tunity I would write ‘to the At- 
torney-General and invite him to 
take action.” 

On June 14, continued Sir Donald, 
the operation was performed. 

The first witness was the girl in 
the case. Tall and good-looking she 
was wearing, a dark brown cont and 
hot. Her name aml address were 
written down on a piece of paper 
nnd she said she was 15 years of 
age. 

In a low voice she answered coun- 
sel’s questions and told of the inci~ 
dent on Horse Guards Parade and 
of being taken to sce Mr. Bourne.

The Attorney-General, 
Donald Somervell, I.C., led for 
the prosecution, and with him 
were Mr. L. A. Byrne and Mr. 
Henry Elam. Mr, Holand Oliver, 
K.C,, and Mr. Gerald. Thesiger, 
svere for the defence.

Charles Fenton Wingate, who said 
that up to June this year he was 
resident surjeon at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, He remembered the girl being 
admitted, and sald that Mr, Bourne 
told him that he had‘ been asked to 
see her, and the circumstances had 
been explained to him that she was 
pregnant as a result of rape and was 
under the age of consent. 

In reply to Mr. Oliver, he said in 
his view it was proper that Mr. 
Bourne should have had the girl 
under observation, us be did before 
performing the operation. He 
agreed that there was a test for 
disease, before the operation was 
performed. 

He agreed with what was done, 
Dr, Wingate added. 

Chief Inspector Walter Bridger, of 
Scotland Yard, said that on June 14 
he went to St. Mary's Hospital with 
another officer and saw Mr. Bourne. 

Chief Inspector Bridger added: 
“Mr, Bourne indicated that he had 
performed the operation, and added, 
‘lI want you to arrest me. I cau- 
tioned ‘him and told him the facts 
would be reported to the proper 
authority, and he sald, ‘The firl was 
brought to me by her mother fo my 
house at 12, Wimpole-street, on May 
31, 

“She was admitted to St. Mary's 
Hospital and placed in my ward 
under my care on June 4 or there- 
abouts. Since she has been in she 
has been waiting for the pregnancy 
test, which was positive. This morn- 
ing’ I induced the abortion. In my 
opinion os an obstetric surgeon, it 
might be dangerous for a girl of her 
age to bear a full-term child.’ 


VISIT “USELESS” 


Later I saw Mr. Bourne at Wim- 
pole-strect and served on him the 
summons. He said, ‘Right. " 

Mr. Roland Oliver asked if that 
was all that was said, and whether 
it would be right to say that Chief 
Inspector -Bridger . told. Mr.. Bourne 
he had come to warn him that in no 
circumstances could he countenance 
the operation. 

Chief Inspector Bridger: I said, 
“The object of my visit is useless,” 
afler he told me the operation «wus 
performed, I said, “I had come to 
warn you that we could not consent 
to such an action as you propose to 
take.” 

Mr. Oliver submitted that the 
question was this: “Whether, when 
Mr. Bourne used an instrument on 
June 14, was he acting In the 
honest and reasonable bellef, based 
on adequate ‘knowledge and cx- 
perience, that it was in the best 
interests of the girl’s health thot 
her pregnancy should be termin- 
ated?" 

Mr. Justice Macnaghten then gave 
a jong address to the jury, out- 
lining the law on the subject.

U.S. SHOULD

New York, June. 
Representative Emanuel. Celler, 
veteran Democratic Congressman 
from New York City, has proposed 
in an_ exclusive interview with the 


United Press that the United States}. 


set up a countcr-esplonage organiza~ 
tlon to combat aoctivitics of alleged 
foreign spies in thls country. 

“We have our direct spy burcau,” 
he sald, “but its activities are posi- 
tlve. There should be a_ separate 
and distinct bureau for the purpose 
of running down Nazi and Com- 
munist sples and scotching the cvil 
done by them. I contemplate intro- 
ducing specific measures jn the next 
Congress in this regard." 

Celler, ranking member of the 
House Committee on the Judiciary, 
has served continuously in Congress 
for 16 yeurs. In addition to the 
establishment of counter-cespionuge, 
he will propose additionn! appropr}a- 
(lons for army and navy intelligence 
departments, strengthening of natura~ 
Hzatlon laws, “strict. regulation of 
forelgn steamship lines using United 
States ports and an investigation In- 
fo the activities of all German 
organizations in this country, Includ= 
ing the Embassy ot Washington and 
German consulates all over the coun- 

ry. 
“I shall stress most forcefully the 
need for more protective measures 
ugainst the machinations and trickery 
of German spics who would pry into 
our military and naval secrets,” he 
said. “The excellent worls of United 
States Attorney Lamar Hardy and 
of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tlon was creditable in uncarthing at 
least 18 of these culprits, most of 
whom unfortunately escaped from 
the country, 7 

“But there must be many more 
equally guilty—scores of other was- 
trels of German origin still at large. 
It shall be my studied purpose to 
round Gp all these criminals, these 
disturbers of American peace. I 
shail turn the searchlight of inquiry 
onto the German-American Bund, the 
German Embassy and German con- 
sulor offices, where shelter and com- 
fort and financlal support undoubted.

“Additional laws must: be drafted;

The Methodist Conference, at its 
final session at Hull, decided to refer 
back to committee for further. con- 
sideration tnd report’ to the next 
conference a 16-pnge declaration on 
the “Christlun View of Marrlage 
and the Family,” : 


: The declaration was placed before 
the conference by the Temperance 
and. Sotial Welfare Department. 
Explaining it, the Rev. E. C. Urwin, 
London, sceretary of the department, 
said it was the work of 18 people 
for over two ycars, 

“The immediate future of marriage 
is not casy to foretell,” said Mr. 
Urwin. “There are new tendencies 
at work; new standards; a claim to 
sexual freedom that is positively 
revolting in some quarters, 


“NOT EVIL THING” 


“There Is a new frankness which 
may not casily be put on onc side, 
whieh wants ‘to be guided in the 
right way, and a new interest in sex 
which, while It is healthy ot first, 
may enstly become an obsession and 
an influence in the wrong way.” 

There was a call to Methodism to 
stand on its own, and declare its 
convictions with courage before the 
world. They had decided that they 
must start with a positive view on 
what marriage Implicd. 

“That is why we have declared 
that sex itself is not to be regarded 
os an evil thing, but a gift of God,” 
he dontinued. 

“There are far too many unhappy 
marrlages, and one of the reasons 
for them {is that they are’ taken 
wrongly. People hnve inadequate 
knowledge sometimes, with low 
ideals, and are altogether unpre- 
pared for that adjustment of 
personallty which marriage must 
inevitably involve. That {s why we 
have Inid so much stress upon cle- 
mentary school education.” : 


BIRTH CONTROL 


If they had sald nothing about 
birth control they: would have taken 
the cowurd’s way.

discuss terms with Prince Konoye; 
secondly, that he should seek leniency 
for Marshal Chiang Kal-shele, since 
Chiong's consent would be necessary 
in order to establish peace with a 
Government under Mr. Wang; and 
thirdly, In the event.of Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel coming into power, Ching 
will join the Italo-German-Japanese 
anu-Comintern Pact.—Untted Press.
